New Labor Law will protect 
our children

ORANJESTAD - Several 
proposals for labor law 
changes have been submitted 
to Parliament this week. 

These new laws and 
changes in the laws were pre¬ 
sented to Parliament and dis¬ 
cussed in some detail the past 
week. 

According to the Minister 
of Labor, all these laws are to 
benefit the community and 
employees in our community. 
But, they will also benefit em¬ 
ployers in new and pleasant 
ways. 

With respect to children, it 
has been noted that there are 
cases where 15 year olds are 
being permitted to work. 
These, the government con¬ 
tends must be protected. 
Hence, the new laws have 
taken our children into consid¬ 
eration and will apply specifi¬ 
cally to children. As of 2013, 
it will be prohibited for chil¬ 
dren under 16 to work during 
late hours of the night, and to 


do dangerous work, work in 
the hotels where strong drink is 
being served, and to work for 
more than 12 hours per week. 
Children will not be permitted 
to work between the hours of 
7:00pm to 7:00am. 

The government has as¬ 
sured us that they will take the 
necessary steps to enforce 


these laws. In cases where 
companies fail to honor these 
laws they will receive stiff 
sanctions. 

The laws regarding child 
employment will be to safe¬ 
guard the health and security 
of our children and young peo¬ 
ple.

US says new Syria body 


representative' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday 
the newly formed opposition 
National Coalition was "a le¬ 
gitimate representative" of the 
Syrian people, but stopped 
short of recognizing it as a 
govemment-in-exile. 

"We now have a structure in 
place that can prepare for a po¬ 
litical transition, but... we’re 
looking for it to still establish 
the types of technical commit¬ 
tees that will allow us to make 
sure our assistance gets to the 
right places," State Department 
deputy spokesman Mark Toner 
said. 

"We do think this is a legi¬ 
timate representative of the 
Syrian people, that it does re¬ 
flect the Syrian people... that 
diverse group of Syrian peo¬ 
ple," he told journalists. 

The diverse forces involved 
in the Syrian coalition agreed 
on Sunday to unify their fight¬ 
ing forces under a supreme 


military council and set up a 
national judicial commission 
for rebel-held areas in Syria. 

The move which came after 
talks in Doha came after Wash¬ 
ington pushed the Syrian Na¬ 
tional Council to broaden its 
membership, saying it was not 
representative of all the groups 
fighting to topple President 


Bashar al-Assad. 

"We look forward, obvi¬ 
ously, to supporting the na¬ 
tional coalition as it charts a 
course for the end of Assad's 
bloody rule, and marks the 
start, we believe, of a peaceful, 
just and democratic future for 
the people of Syria," Toner 
said.

THE HAGUE - A 
Dutch lawyer has re¬ 
newed her call for an in¬ 
vestigation into the past 
of Argentinian politician 
Jorge Zorreguieta, the fa¬ 
ther of Dutch Princess 
Maxima. Human rights 
lawyer Liesbeth Zegveld 
lodged a complaint 
against the princess's fa¬ 
ther for his alleged in¬ 
volvement in the 
disappearance of thou¬ 
sands of people when he 
was a member of the Ar¬ 
gentinian junta. Princess 
Maxima is the 41-year- 
old wife of Dutch Crown 
Prince Willem-Alexan- 
der.

The issue was brought 
back into the limelight by 
statements made to Dutch re¬ 
porter Arnold Karskens by 
surviving relatives of the dis¬ 
appeared, which were tele¬ 
vised on Monday. 

Last year Ms Zegveld 
took the case to court on be¬ 
half of relatives of Samuel 
Leonardo Slutzky, who dis¬ 
appeared in Argentina in 
1977. The relatives specifi¬ 
cally accused Zorreguita of 
involvement in thousands of 
disappearances which took 
place between 1976 and 1981 
during the rule of President 
Jorge Videla. 

The Dutch public prose¬ 


cutor said that there was in¬ 
sufficient evidence of Zorre- 
guita's personal involvement 
in the disappearances, having 
found that he did not give di¬ 
rections to people working 
for the junta who made peo¬ 
ple disappear. The prosecutor 
added that Zorreguita did not 
refuse to share any informa¬ 
tion he had about the disap¬ 
pearances. 

An earlier case was 
brought against Zorreguita in 
the Netherlands in 2001. That 
was thrown out because the 
prosecutor's office and the 
court judged that the Nether¬ 
lands had no jurisdiction in 
the case.

Anti-virus legend McAfee 
wanted for murder in Belize

Obama backs Allen over 
Petraeus sex scandal 


BELIZE CITY (AFP) - John 
McAfee, founder of the epony¬ 
mous anti-virus company, is on 
the run for killing another US 
citizen in a resort town, Be¬ 
lizean police said yesterday. 

Police raided McAfee’s 
mansion on Ambergris Caye, 
an island off the northeastern 
coast of Belize, late Sunday to 
question him about the murder 
of American Gregory Faull. 
But McAfee was nowhere to be 
found, said the head of the 
country's anti-organized crime 
brigade, Marco Vidal. He told 
reporters that McAfee was 
wanted "for homicide." 

But McAfee told the US 
magazine Wired that he was in 
fact hiding on the property at 
the time, burying himself in the 
sand with a cardboard box over 
his head in order to breathe. 

"It was extraordinarily un¬ 
comfortable," he said. "But 
they will kill me if they find 
me." 

Vidal's officers searched 
McAfee's mansion several 
months ago looking for 
weapons and drugs, and de¬ 
tained him for several hours. 

McAfee claims he was ar¬ 
rested at the time because he 
refused to make a donation to a 
local politician's campaign. 

Florida native Faull, 52, was 
found dead at his home by his 
housekeeper Sunday morning. 

At the crime scene, investi¬ 
gators found a 9mm shell, 
"consistent with the wound in 
the back of Faull's neck," said 
National Security Ministry 
spokesman Rafael Martinez. 

A police report said there 
were no signs of a break-in, 
and that a laptop and cell phone 
were missing. 

Residents of the island, 
known for scuba diving, tropi¬ 
cal fishing and its American ex¬ 
patriate community, told the 
website Gizmodo that Faull and 
McAfee had a recent fallout. 

According to Gizmodo, 


which quoted locals speaking 
on condition of anonymity, 
McAfee had displayed increas¬ 
ingly erratic behavior and was 
estranged from the expatriate 
community. Gizmodo also re¬ 
ported that McAfee had been 
experimenting with psychoac¬ 
tive drugs. 

Asked about the shooting of 
his neighbor, McAfee told 
Wired that he knew "nothing" 
other than Faull had been shot. 
The anti-virus pioneer even 
said he was worried that Faull's 
killers had actually been loo¬ 
king for him. 

"Under no circumstances 
am I going to willingly talk to 
the police in this country," he 
told Wired. "You can say I'm 
paranoid about it but they will 
kill me, there is no question. 
They've been trying to get me 
for months. They want to si¬ 
lence me. I am not well liked 
by the prime minister. I am just 
a thorn in everybody's side." 

McAfee has been living in 
Belize, a former British colony, 
for the past four years. The 67- 
year-old made millions when 
he sold his anti-virus software 
company in the early 1990s. 


Record vote 
for UN 
resolution 
against Cuba 
embargo 

UNITED NATIONS(AFP) - A 
record 188 countries voted 
yesterday for an annual UN 
General Assembly resolution 
condemning the five-decade 
old US embargo against Cuba. 

The almost-ritual UN de¬ 
bate saw Cuban Foreign Mi¬ 
nister Bruno Rodriguez lash 
out at what he called "the inhu¬ 
man, failed and anachronistic 
policy of 11 successive US ad¬ 
ministrations" since the full 
embargo was imposed in 1962. 

The United States reaf¬ 
firmed that while $2 billion in 
remittances had been sent to 
the Communist-ruled island by 
Cuban Americans in 2011, it 
would only ease the embargo 
when Cuba carries out major 
social and economic changes. 

The vote in favor rose from 
186 for the 20th anniversary 
resolution last year. This time 
the United States, Israel and 
Palau opposed the resolution 
while the Marshall Islands and 
Micronesia abstained. 

Russia, China, Organiza¬ 
tion of Islamic Cooperation 
member states and the Non- 
Aligned movement all spoke 
out against the embargo. 

US diplomat Ronald Go¬ 
dard said the Cuban-proposed 
resolution seeks to "identify an 
external scapegoat for the is¬ 
land's economic problems." 

He highlighted the case of 
an American Alan Gross, im¬ 
prisoned in Cuba since 2009 
for taking computers and satel¬ 
lite phones for the island's 
small Jewish community. 
Cuba has said Gross was a spy. 

Godard told the assembly 
that politically motivated 
short-term detentions this year 
had already surpassed the 
4,000 recorded in 2011. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama gave his 
backing to the commander of 
US forces in Afghanistan yes¬ 
terday after the top general was 
dragged into the sex scandal 
that brought down CIA director 
David Petraeus. 

General John Allen was 
placed under investigation after 
FBI agents probing email 
threats sent by Petraeus' mis¬ 
tress stumbled upon a vast 
trove of "flirtatious" messages 
Allen sent to another woman at 
the heart of the scandal. 

According to a senior Pen¬ 
tagon official, Allen denies any 
sexual liaison with the woman, 
37-year-old Tampa socialite Jill 
Kelley, but the "sheer volume" 
of correspondence could be 
found to amount to "conduct 
unbecoming an officer." 

Due to face lawmakers this 
week for a hearing to confirm 
his promotion to the post of 
NATO's supreme commander 
in Europe, Allen will now re¬ 
turn to Kabul and remain in 
charge in Afghanistan until the 
investigation is over. 

"I can tell you that the pre¬ 
sident thinks very highly of 
General Allen and of his ser¬ 
vice to his country, as well as 
the job he has done in Afgha¬ 
nistan," White House spokes¬ 
man Jay Carney told reporters. 

"He has faith in General 
Allen," he added, referring re¬ 
porters' questions on the in¬ 
quiries into both Allen and 
Petraeus to the Pentagon, the 
FBI and the Justice Depart¬ 
ment. 

Washington was already 
reeling from Petraeus' shock 
resignation when it learned that 
Allen — who served with him 
in Iraq and at US Central Com¬ 
mand in Tampa, Florida — had 
also been caught up in the scan¬ 
dal. 

Petraeus resigned last week 
when it became clear that his 
affair with married 40-year-old 
military reservist Paul Broad- 
well, a military academic who 
wrote a fawning biography of 
the general, would become 
public. 

FBI agents stumbled on the 
liaison after a complaint from 
Kelley — a married Tampa 
woman and close friend of both 
Petraeus and Allen — who told 
a federal agent that she had re¬ 


ceived threatening emails. 

Investigators traced the 
mails to Broadwell's account 
and discovered that she had 
been in a relationship with Pe¬ 
traeus, despite both being mar¬ 
ried. 

The threatening emails she 
had sent to Kelley — who told 
investigators she did not know 
Broadwell — suggest the biog¬ 
rapher was jealous of the so¬ 
cialite's rapport with the 
generals at US Central Com¬ 
mand in Florida. 

In one, according to the 
Wall Street Journal, Broadwell 
claimed she had seen Kelley 
touching "him" provocatively 
under the table. It is not clear 
who "him" was. 

It emerged yesterday that 
the agents had also discovered 
that Allen had sent a huge num¬ 
ber of mails to Kelley, trigger¬ 
ing an investigation into 
whether he had broken the law 
or any military regulations dur¬ 
ing the friendship. 

In all, the FBI is investigat¬ 
ing between 20,000 to 30,000 
pages of Allen's correspon¬ 
dence, a Pentagon official said.. 

The Washington Post, citing 
a senior military official close 
to Allen, reported that the cor¬ 
respondence included 200 to 
300 emails between Kelley and 
the general. 

The Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation itself has also come 
under scrutiny. 

On Tuesday, the Wall Street 
Journal reported that the FBI 
agent Kelley contacted about 
the threatening emails, a per¬ 
sonal acquaintance of hers, 
brought the matter to the atten¬ 
tion of Republican lawmakers. 

The agent apparently be¬ 
lieved the bureau was not mov¬ 
ing aggressively enough with 
the investigation, suspecting 
that his superiors were keen to 
protect the Democratic presi¬ 
dent from the fallout. 

FBI supervisors had earlier 
barred the agent from any in¬ 
volvement in the case after he 
became "obsessed" with the 
matter, the Journal said. 

It quoted one official as say¬ 
ing the agent had sent shirtless 
photos to Kelley well before 
the email investigation had 
begun, and said he is currently 
under investigation by the in¬ 
ternal affairs arm of the FBI.

Facing bankruptcy, Acapulco urges rescue 


Colombia peace talks 
delayed until next week 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Colombian government and 
the leftist FARC guerrilla 
group announced yesterday a 
delay in the start of full- 
fledged peace talks to discuss 
incorporating civil society 
groups in the process. 

In a joint statement, the two 
sides said the delay until next 
Monday was to work out de¬ 
tails for the participation of 
civilian representatives in the 
talks, which were to have 
begun on Thursday. 

Negotiators will be taking 
up a five-point agenda consis¬ 
ting of land issues, political 
participation, drug trafficking, 
disarmament and victims. 

A role in the negotiations 
for civil society groups had 
been ruled out until now, and it 
was not clear how they would 
figure in the process. 

Launched at a symbolic 
meeting in Norway last month, 
the negotiations are the first in 
a decade between the govern¬ 
ment and the FARC aimed at 
ending Latin America’s longest 
running insurgency. Three pre¬ 


vious attempts to make peace 
failed. 

No ceasefire has been de¬ 
clared as part of the negotia¬ 
tions, and the hostilities have 
continued to claim lives as two 
sides prepare for the talks. 

The FARC has some 9,200 
fighters under arms, according 
to Colombian defense ministry 
estimates. But the group, which 
was founded in 1964, has been 
dealt a series of setbacks in re¬ 
cent years that have resulted in 
the death or capture of key 
leaders and left it much dimi¬ 
nished from its peak strength. 

Besides the FARC, Colom¬ 
bian authorities also are at war 
with the National Liberation 
Army, or ELN by its Spanish 
acronym, a smaller guerrilla 
group that said Monday it also 
was prepared to take part in a 
peace process. 

It proposed a bilateral 
ceasefire while a dialogue is 
underway with the govern¬ 
ment, saying a "non-confronta- 
tional atmosphere" could 
create conditions for greater ci¬ 
vic involvement in the process. 


Terror suspect Abu Qatada 
released from British jail 


LONDON (AFP) - British au¬ 
thorities reluctantly released 
terror suspect Abu Qatada on 
bail yesterday after judges ruled 
that the radical cleric dubbed 
Osama bin Laden's right-hand 
man in Europe should not be 
extradited to Jordan. 

The Islamist preacher 
smiled slightly as he was 
driven out of the high-security 
Long Lartin prison in central 
England in the back of a black 
minibus. Several hours later, a 
small group of protesters gath¬ 
ered outside his house in north¬ 
west London and chanted 
slogans calling for his depor¬ 
tation, as the father-of-five ar¬ 
rived at his modest home. 

The court ruling on Mon¬ 


day was a severe blow for the 
British government, which has 
kept the preacher in custody 
for most of the last 10 years 
and repeatedly tried to send 
him to Jordan. 

Abu Qatada was convicted 
in absentia in Jordan in 1998 
for involvement in terror at¬ 
tacks, but British judges ac¬ 
cepted his argument that 
evidence obtained by torture 
might be used against him in a 
retrial. 

He will be under a curfew 
16 hours a day but can leave 
his home between 8:00 am and 
4:00 pm. He will have to wear 
an electronic tag and restric¬ 
tions will be placed on who he 
meets. 


MEXICO CITY(AFP) - The 
mayor of Acapulco, one of 
Mexico's top tourist spots, de¬ 
clared the beach resort in 
"technical bankruptcy" yester¬ 
day and called on the federal 
government to "come to the 
rescue." 

Mayor Luis Walton, who 
took office two months ago, 


said the city government was 
unable to pay a debt of more 
than $170 million. 

"We are in a state of techni¬ 
cal bankruptcy," the leftist 
mayor said accusing the previ¬ 
ous administration of inflating 
public wages and signing con¬ 
tracts worth millions that can¬ 
not be paid. 


The federal government, he 
added, must "come to the res¬ 
cue of Acapulco." 

The former mayor, Manuel 
Anorve, rejected the charges 
but he acknowledged that the 
number of public workers rose 
from 7,920 to 8,168, with the 
police force accounting for the 
bulk of this increase.

Flu, fever in pregnancy 
tied to autism risk - 
study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Women who had the flu or 
ran a fever for more than a 
week during their pregnancy 
face a greater risk of having 
a child with an autism spec¬ 
trum disorder, Danish re¬ 
searchers said Monday. 

The study was based on a 
survey of mothers of nearly 
97,000 children aged eight to 
14 and born between 1997 
and 2003 in Denmark. Only 
one percent (976) of the chil¬ 
dren were diagnosed with 
autism. 

Researchers said that mild 
and common respiratory, 
sinus, urinary tract or genital 
infections, as well as feverish 
episodes or use of antibiotics 
in mothers during pregnancy 
were not a strong risk factor 
for autism. 

But children whose moth¬ 
ers reported experiencing a 
bout of influenza during 
pregnancy had twice the risk 
of being diagnosed with 
autism, while those whose 
mothers had a fever lasting 
more than seven days before 


gestational week 32 wem 
three times more likely to be 
diagnosed with the disorder. 

Pregnant women have a 
weakened immune system 
during the nine months of 
gestation. 

The study, published in 
the US journal Pediatrics, 
also noted a small increase in 
the risk of autism after the 
mother used different antibi¬ 
otics during the pregnancy. 

However, the researchers 
stressed that "we do not know 
whether the antibiotic treat¬ 
ment itself caused the ob¬ 
served association or whether 
the antibiotic use functioned 
as a proxy variable for an un¬ 
derlying disease.” 

They also stressed that the 
link between fever during 
pregnancy and autism could 
be a ’’coincidental finding,” 
and required further study. 

Given the link found be¬ 
tween autism and fever or the 
flu during pregnancy, the 
study’s authors recommended 
that pregnant women get a flu 
shot. 


Premature births fall to 10-year 
low in US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
rate of premature births in the 
United States fell by 11.7 
percent in 2011 to the lowest 
level in a decade, a study 
published Tuesday said. 

’’These results demon¬ 
strate that many premature 
births can be prevented with 
the right policies and bold 
leadership,” said Jennifer 
Howse, president of the 
March of Dimes, which re¬ 
leased the study. 

”We must implement 
proven interventions and ac¬ 
celerate our investment in 
new research to prevent 
preterm birth so one day 


every baby will get a healthy 
start in life,” she said. 

She said the progress, be¬ 
sides resulting in better 
health for newborns, should 
translate into about $3 billion 
in savings in medical care 
and other costs to society. 

The rate of premature 
births peaked in 2006 in the 
United States after rising 
over the previous 20 years, 
according to the National 
Center for Health Statistics. 

The rate has fallen for five 
consecutive years, with the 
biggest declines seen in ba¬ 
bies bom between 34 and 36 
weeks of gestation.

good. However, we are fac¬ 
ing new ethical issues," he 
told AFP. 

The question, he said, lies 
with the creation of so-called 
germ cells — cells that give 
rise to sperm or eggs. 

"Can we make sperm 
from blood and can we fer¬ 
tilise these oocytes (eggs)?" 
he asked. "We really need 
discussion in society about 
how much we can do about 
this new technology." 

Yamanaka said scientists 
in Kobe had already applied 
to the Japanese authorities for 
permission to carry out the 
world's first iPS trial on hu¬ 
mans, using cells on patients 
suffering from retinal dis¬ 
ease. 

And, he said, Japan was 
pushing ahead with a stem 
cell bank, which was ap¬ 
proved in July. 

"In theory, we can make 
iPS cells from each patient. 
But it would be very expen¬ 
sive and take six months to 
prepare the cells from each 
patient. So in reality, we can¬ 
not do that," he said. 

A stem cell bank would be 
a good alternative, said Ya¬ 
manaka. 

The idea is to choose 


donors whose DNA profile is 
least likely to trigger rejec¬ 
tion by a patient's immune 
system. 

"We may be able to cover 
many patients by having only 
a handful of iPS stock, that's 
our plan," he said. "By our 
estimations, we identified 
140 such specific donors, 
(and with these) we could 
cover up to 90 percent of the 
whole population." 

Some scientists have been 
cautious about iPS technol¬ 
ogy, fearing that reprogram¬ 
ming errors as an adult cell is 
rewound to its infant state, 
using a batch of introduced 
genes, could cause tumours. 

Yamanaka, 50, carried out 
his groundbreaking work in 
2007, but was quick to pay 
tribute to Gurdon, who laid 
the conceptual foundations in 
1962. 

In 2007, "We thought 
maybe we will win the Nobel 
prize in the future if it goes" 
to clinical trials, he said. 

"So we did not expect (it) 
at this time because it was too 
early. But we were awarded 
because of Sir John Gurdon 
and his discovery 50 years 
ago... Because of him I was 
very lucky to be awarded."

Dutch step in to avert ICC 
rent crisis 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government agreed 
yesterday to partially foot the 
bill for the International 
Criminal Court's rent for the 
next three years, a day before 
its member states hold tough 
budget talks. 

The announcement by the 
court's Assembly of States 
Parties (ASP) president Tiina 
Intelmann comes amid grow¬ 
ing concern over the world 
war crimes court's funding, 
hit hard by donor nations' re¬ 
luctance to give more money 
because of the financial crisis. 

Intelmann told journalists 
she received a letter from in¬ 
coming Dutch Foreign Min¬ 
ister Frans Timmermans. 

"This (Tuesday) morning I 
received a letter... indicating 
that the Netherlands as a host 
state will be able to partially 
cover the cost of the rent," 
she said at the ICC's current 
temporary headquarters in 
one of The Hague's eastern 
suburbs. 

Nicknamed "The Arc" be¬ 
cause of its distinctive archi¬ 
tecture, the current building 
was initially provided by the 
Netherlands, which has also 
paid six million euros ($7.6 
million) in yearly rent over 
the last decade. 


But this rental agreement 
ended in July. The Nether¬ 
lands shortly afterwards an¬ 
nounced it would extend 
rental payments — but only 
until the end of the year. 

Intelmann however said 
the Netherlands now would 
give "three million euros a 
year up to the total sum of 
nine million euros until 2015 
when the court's permanent 
premises will be ready." 

Built on a site formerly 
hosting Dutch military bar¬ 
racks a few kilometres away, 
the new ICC building will 
initially cost an estimated 190 
million euros. 

The 121 states that make 
up the court's umbrella body, 
ASP, as well as NGOs will 
meet today in The Hague to 
discuss a number of key is¬ 
sues impacting the court. 

These include tough talks 
on its continued funding and 
its proposed budget and the 
election of a chief deputy 
prosecutor to replace Gam¬ 
bia's Fatou Bensouda, who 
recently took over as the 
ICC's new chief prosecutor. 

The issue of rent will also 
"be discussed by states par¬ 
ties to see if they are able to 
carry the rest of the cost," In¬ 
telmann said.

Anti-austerity strikes, protests 
engulfs Europe 


MADRID (AFP) - A wave of 
anti-austerity anger breaks 
across Europe today, with ge¬ 
neral strikes in Spain and Por¬ 
tugal spearheading a day of 
protest that will ground more 
than 700 flights. 

Growing angst over public 
spending cuts and tax increases 
is being exposed in particular 
in debt-struck eurozone econo¬ 
mies already suffering high un¬ 
employment and recession.

US budget deficit 
jumps 22% in 
October 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US budget deficit rose 22 per¬ 
cent in October from a year 
ago, to $120.0 billion, as 
spending outpaced revenues, 
Treasury Department data re¬ 
leased yesterday showed. 

Spending jumped 16 per¬ 
cent to $304.3 billion, while 
revenue rose 13 percent to 
$184.3 billion last month. 

October, the first month of 
the federal government’s fiscal 
year, typically runs a deficit. 
But the budget gap was far 
wider than the average analyst 
estimate of $113.0 billion. 

In fiscal 2012 that ended on 
September 30, the United 
States trimmed its deficit to 
$1.1 trillion, or 7.0 percent of 
gross domestic product. 

For the current fiscal year 
the Obama administration's 
budget is aimed at reducing the 
deficit to below $1.0 trillion 
for the first time in five years.

in stricken eurozone states such 
as Greece and Italy, and less 
frequently in Spain, now grap¬ 
pling also with the despair of 
evicted home-owners. 

Airlines operating in Spain, 
including Iberia, Iberia Ex¬ 
press, Air Nostrum, Vueling, 
Spanair and easy Jet cut more 
than 600 flights including some 
250 international routes. 
Ryanair said no flights had 
been scrapped yet. 

Dozens of protests by 
unions and activists are held 
across Spain, the fourth-biggest 
eurozone economy, which is 
tightening its belt as it ponders 
seeking a sovereign rescue. 

Activists called on social 
networks for an evening rally 
outside the parliament in 
Madrid. The action comes as 
Spain's right-leaning govern¬ 
ment and Socialist opposition 
are discussing how to combat a 
surge in home-owner convic¬ 
tions, blamed for two suicides 
in just 15 days. 

Neighbouring Portugal, 
where protesters booed visiting 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel on Monday when she 
came to support Lisbon's aus¬ 
terity policies, is also holding a 
general strike. 

Protests are being called in 
some 40 towns and cities 
across the bailed-out nation, in¬ 
cluding Lisbon and Porto. 

Portugal's TAP said it was 
grounding more than 160 
flights, most of them interna¬ 
tional. 


Greece, struggling to satisfy 
international lenders that it has 
cut spending sufficiently to 
qualify for bailout funds and to 
avoid default, has called a 
three-hour work stoppage and 
a rally in Athens. 

Italian unions, too, are see¬ 
king a four-hour work stop¬ 
page. 

The European Trade Union 
Confederation said it was the 
first time that it had appealed 
for a day of action that includes 
simultaneous strike action in 
four countries. Short of taking 
full strike action, unions and 
activists in other European 
countries say they, too, plan to 
support the so-called "Day of 
Action and Solidarity". 

Union-led rallies are being 
called across France and in 
Poland, where workers decry a 
"social and wage-dumping" in 
their country. 

In Germany, viewed by 
many in southern Europe as the 
paymaster behind the austerity 
drive, the union federation 
DGB has called protests across 
the country including in Berlin 
and Frankfurt. 

"For now it is mostly people 
in southern Europe suffering 
from a crisis they are not re¬ 
sponsible for. But the conse¬ 
quences will surely be felt in 
the rest of Europe," the union 
grouping said in a statement. 

High-speed Thalys rail serv¬ 
ices between Belgium and Ger¬ 
many have been cancelled for 
the day.

ROME (AFP) - A cutlass- 
wielding Santa Claus gangs 
up with the Tooth Fairy and 
the Easter Bunny to save the 
world from the Boogeyman in 
the latest DreamWorks anima¬ 
tion, premiered internationally 
in Rome on Tuesday. 

"Rise of the Guardians", 
awarded the Vanity Fair Inter¬ 
national Award for Cinematic 
Excellence at the seventh edi¬ 
tion of Rome's film festival, is a 
special effects 3D romp which 
combines dark fantasy with 
saccharine moral teachings. 

"We took the mythologies 
of these superheroes and drew 
out their characters, the emo¬ 


tions they stand for, coming up 
with a pirate-like Santa Claus 
with tattoos, who spreads 
wonder in a world of fear," di¬ 
rector Peter Ramsey said. 

The story, in which Jack 
Frost is called to help the other 
heroes in the battle against evil 
— and discovers who he really 
is in the process — was in¬ 
spired by the books "The 
Guardians of Childhood" by 
US author William Joyce. 

"It's a film based on chil¬ 
dren's dreams, but is also 
grounded in their reality, so it 
takes place in an everyday 
town which could be just next 
door. Above all we wanted to 


respect the legends not ironise 
them," Ramsey said. 

Featuring the voices of ac¬ 
tors Alec Baldwin, Jude Law 
and Hugh Jackman, the film 
tells the tale of the day the 
Boogeyman, known as Pitch, 
wages war on the gang, turn¬ 
ing dreams into nightmares 
and tearing hope out of chil¬ 
dren's hearts. 

Wreaking havoc from the 
Easter Bunny's lair to the 
Tooth Fairy's kingdom, he 
leaves the heroes, who are the 
"Guardians" of imagination, 
increasingly weak — sparking 
inferiority complexes only 
overcome thanks to wild-eyed 
child belief. 

While the yetis and elves 
running amuck in Santa's 
workshop are suitably silly 
and the boomerang-throwing, 
Australian Easter Bunny is 
bound to be a hit with chil¬ 
dren, the characters feel one¬ 
dimensional and the plot lacks 
depth. 

Unlike previous Dream¬ 
Works animations such as 
"Shrek" and "How to Train 
Your Dragon", there seems to 
be little for adult viewers — 
though Guillermo del Toro, 
cult Mexican director and the 
film’s executive producer, dis¬ 
agrees. 

"The film recaptures that 
feeling of curiosity, joy and 
hope that adults once felt," he 
said. 

"In a world where we live 
in constant fear of one type or 
another, we wanted to make 
something where everyone 
can just regress, even for a 
moment, and open up the 
doors to their imagination 
which they have slammed 
shut as adults." 


f Omnishambles f 
declared Britain's 
word of the year 

LONDON (AFP) - ”Om- 
nishambles" was named 
Britain's word of the year 
Tuesday after being coined 
by BBC TV's satirical polit¬ 
ical series "The Thick of It" 
to describe a badly misman¬ 
aged situation. 

The word has become a 
synonym for British gov¬ 
ernment blunders, and it 
was tweaked to "Rom- 
neyshambles" by Twitter 
users to describe US presi¬ 
dential candidate Mitt 
Romney's gaffe-strewn visit 
to Britain before the Lon¬ 
don Olympics. 

It has been named the 
word of the year by the 
publishers of the Oxford 
dictionaries, which defined 
it as "a situation that has 
been comprehensively mis¬ 
managed, characterized by 
a string of blunders and 
miscalculations." 

But Oxford University 
Press (OUP) said the deci¬ 
sion does not mean the 
word will automatically 
take its place in all new Ox¬ 
ford dictionaries, explain¬ 
ing that it would have to 
"stand the test of time" be¬ 
fore it was included. 

The word beat off com¬ 
petition from a shortlist in¬ 
cluding "Mobot", a word 
describing the celebratory 
gesture performed by the 
British long-distance runner 
Mo Farah on winning two 
Olympic gold medals. 

Another contender was 
"mummy porn", the term 
for the publishing phenom¬ 
enon sparked by the sado¬ 
masochistic novel "Fifty 
Shades of Grey."

Portugal coach defends 
Ronaldo absence, Gabon trip 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Two 
Major titles, world number 
one, money titles on both 
sides of the Atlantic, and still 
only 23 — but as Rory Mcll- 
roy made crystal clear this 
weekend, he ? s just getting 
started. 

The tousle-haired, ap¬ 
proachable Northern Irish¬ 
man has ambitions way 
beyond his humble roots in 
Holywood, a port town near 
Belfast, with an eye on golfs 
most coveted records. 

After clinching a Euro¬ 
pean Tour-PGA Tour money 
race double in Singapore, 
Mcllroy said his game was 
still a work in progress, and 
set his sights on Colin Mont¬ 
gomerie's eight European 
merit wins, and even Jack 
Nicklaus's 18 Majors. 

"Monty (Montgomerie) 
won eight order of merits in 
his prime, and I have won 
one so there is plenty of 
ground to make up," he said, 
before jetting off to this 
week's Hong Kong Open. 


"Also, Jack Nicklaus won 
18 Majors and I now have 
my name on two, so targeting 
the Majors will still be my 
main focus next season." 

Mcllroy has already 
matched Tiger Woods by 
winning two Majors before 
his 24th birthday, and has his 
eye on a career Grand Slam. 
On Sunday, he became only 
the second man after Luke 
Donald to win both the Euro¬ 
pean and PGA money titles. 

"Major, (world) number 
one, and then the money list, 
for sure," he said, when 
asked to rank this season's 
achievements. 

Mcllroy's boyish enthusi¬ 
asm makes him an unlikely 
superstar — until you spot his 
tennis player girlfriend Caro¬ 
line Wozniacki in the crowd, 
or consider his expected, 
multi-million dollar endorse¬ 
ment by Nike. 

His galleries at the Bar¬ 
clays Singapore Open were 
not quite as bulging or fer¬ 
vent as the crowds that 


tracked Woods at last month's 
CIMB Classic in Malaysia, 
suggesting his profile has 
some way to rise. 

But his golf is a match for 
Woods, 36 — the most recent 
of whose 14 Major titles 
came in 2008 — as witnessed, 
to some extent, by his one- 
shot win in their "Duel at Jin- 
sha Lake" exhibition in 
China. 

As the big attraction in 
Singapore, Mcllroy endured 
a wave of storm delays, early 
starts and a troublesome cold 
to stay in touch with the lead¬ 
ers, and then stepped up a 
gear with a classy final round 
of six-under 65. 

On his last hole, the par- 
five 18th, he elicited roars 
from the packed crowd by 
rolling in a 3 5-foot eagle putt 
to place outright third, 
enough to confirm him as 
Europe's biggest prize 
money-winner this year. 

Despite the achievement, 
and his second consecutive 
top-three finish, Mcllroy cut 
a slightly deflated figure after 
coming just a few strokes 
from his fifth European Tour 
win. 

"My biggest goal this 
week was to try to win the 
Singapore Open and I just 
came up a little bit short," he 
said. 

Mcllroy will defend his 
title at the Hong Kong Open, 
starting on Thursday, before 
the season-ending World 
Tour Championship in 
Dubai. Then comes the off¬ 
season, and a chance to work 
on his game. 

"I've got more shots, I'm 
more experienced, a bit more 
consistent," he said of his de¬ 
velopment this year, indicat¬ 
ing that steady improvement 
was more important than a 
regular flow of big wins. 

"(I'll) keep working on 
different aspects of the game, 
and keep adding a shot here 
and there in terms of different 
shots," Mcllroy said. 

"I feel like I've got a lot 
more comfortable hitting the 
ball left to right this year 
which has made a huge dif¬ 
ference to the right-hand pin 
positions, and just keep try¬ 
ing to improve on any little 
thing you can. 

"It's been nice that year 
after year my results have im¬ 
proved and I would like to 
keep that going. But if I feel 
like I'm a better golfer next 
year than I am this year, and 
so on, that's how I want to 
feel." 


Libreville (AFP) - Portugal 
coach Paulo Bento has de¬ 
fended the absence of the 
side's star turn Cristiano 
Ronaldo as well as the finan¬ 
cial aspect of their friendly 
against Gabon. 

Bento, speaking in Libre¬ 
ville on the eve of Wednes¬ 
day's game, railed at a 
suggestion Ronaldo's no- 
show may not be for entirely 
sporting reasons despite the 
Real Madrid star having 
picked up a nasty gash to his 
head in a game at the week¬ 
end. 

"If you don't tell me who 
is suspecting Ronaldo I can't 
reply to you becaue I can't 
imagine that anyone is ques¬ 
tioning him," Bento replied to 
the journalist who posed the 
question. 

"You've seen his 
(Ronaldo's) eye and the med¬ 
ical report. He wasn't able to 
travel." 

Turning to criticism of 
Portugal's decision to visit Li¬ 
breville Bento said: "We are 
here on serious business. 
Don't make any mistake - this 
game has a sporting aspect 
and an economic aspect, as is 
the case with big sides." 

He continued: "Portugal 
were invited to play in Gabon 
due to everything that the 
Portuguese players have 


achieved over the years, for 
having made it to the major 
finals and for having played 
well in the big competitions. 

"Spain are in Panama, Ar¬ 
gentina are in Saudi 
Arabia...this game too is 
based on commercial, finan¬ 
cial logic." 

The financial carrot 
Gabon used to entice Portu¬ 
gal, who reached the Euro 
2012 semi-finals but have 
suffered a slump in form 
since and were held to a 1-1 
draw at home by minnows 
Northern Ireland in their 
World Cup qualifier last 
month, to Libreville has not 
been made public. 

The Portuguese are follow¬ 
ing in the footsteps of Brazil, 
the five-time world champions 
and 2014 World Cup hosts 
who came to Gabon to add 
lustre to the inauguration of 
the Stade l'Amitie which was 
used for the final of the 2012 
Africa Cup of Nations which 
Gabon co-hosted with Equato¬ 
rial Guinea. 

Ronaldo's absence mean¬ 
while is mirrored on the 
Gabonese side by the with¬ 
drawal of their star player, 
Pierre-Emerick Aube- 
mayang, who scored his 
eighth goal of the season for 
Saint Etienne in Ligue 1 at 
the weekend. 
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Lakers' Howard thinks 
D'Antoni good fit 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Los 
Angeles Lakers big man 
Dwight Howard said he was 
’’excited” by the prospect of 
working with Mike D'Antoni, 
who was named as the club’s 
new head coach in a surprise 
announcement Monday 
morning. 

The move came after 
widespread reports that Hall 
of Fame coach Phil Jackson - 
- who guided the Lakers to 
five NBA titles before retir¬ 
ing in 2011, was front-runner 
for the job. 

Howard said he knew 
Lakers fans were keen to see 
Jackson return. It would have 
been hard not to after the 
chants of ”We want Phil” that 
rang out at two Lakers games 
since head coach Mike 
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Brown was sacked on Friday. 

”1 really didn’t know what 
was going to happen, besides 
what I heard at the game, ’We 
want Phil,”’ Howard said 
Monday, after D’Antoni’s hir¬ 
ing was announced. 

Tm excited for D’An¬ 
toni,” he added. ”1 think it 
will be good for us.” 

But the decision didn't 
come without drama. 

Jackson himself said in a 
statement quoted by the Los 
Angeles Times that after pre¬ 
liminary talks with Lakers 
executives on Saturday he 
thought he had until Monday 
to render his decision. 

Instead, he said, general 
manager Mitch Kupchak 
phoned him around midnight 
on Sunday night to tell him 
D’Antoni had been hired. 

"The decision is of course 
theirs to make,” Jackson said. 
”1 am gratified by the 
groundswell of support from 
the Laker fans who encour¬ 
aged my return and it is the 
principal reason why I con¬ 
sidered the possibility.” 

D’Antoni, who recently 
underwent knee surgery, was 
expected to be formally intro¬ 
duced as coach this week. 

Kobe Bryant and Steve 
Nash have both supported the 
appointment, according to the 
Lakers' website on Monday, 
and other players around the 
league who have played for 
D'Antoni praised the coach. 

Rockets point guard Je¬ 
remy Lin, whose break¬ 
through came last season in 
New York before the Knicks 
parted ways with D'Antoni, 
told reporters in Houston that 
D'Antoni made his career. 

"He gave me confidence 
in running the offense,” Lin 
said. "He gives his players 
the confidence and freedom 
to go out and play to the best 
of their abilities. That's what 
he did for me last year.” 


Sakic, Sundin, Bure, 
Oates enter Hall of Fame

TORONTO (AFP) - Russian 
star Pavel Bure, Swedish icon 
Mats Sundin and Canadians 
Joe Sakic and Adam Oates 
were inducted into the 
Hockey Hall of Fame late 
Monday. 

Sakic was one of the few 
players who spent his entire 
illustrious NHL career with 
one franchise. 

A 13-time All-Star, Sakic 
was a first-round draft pick of 
the Quebec Nordiques in 
1987, and stuck with them 
eight years later when they 
moved to Colorado and were 
renamed the Avalanche. 

Sakic played a key role in 
the Avalanche's Stanley Cup 
titles in 1996 and 2001, and 
after 20 seasons retired as the 
club's all-time leader with 


625 goals and 1,016 assists. 

In 2001 Sakic won the 
Hart Trophy as the league's 
most valuable player and led 
Canada to Olympic gold in 
Salt Lake City in 2002. 

”1 had a chance to play 20 
years, got to lift the Stanley 
Cup twice and was able to 
play for my country and win 
a gold medal,” Sakic said. 
"But this is the greatest honor 
I’ve ever received.” 

Sundin, who played with 
Sakic his first four years in 
the NHL, spent 13 seasons 
with the Maple Leafs and still 
holds Toronto club records 
for most points, goals, power- 
play goals, shorthanded 
goals, game-winning goals 
and overtime goals. 

Sundin, a 2006 Olympic 


gold medal-winner, totaled 
1,349 points in 1,346 NHL 
games. He scored 564 goals 
and had 785 assists. 

Bure, nicknamed the 
"Russian Rocket,” averaged 
36.7 goals per season in 12 
NHL campaigns and twice 
reached the 60-goal plateau. 

Oates, who just several 
hours prior to his Hall-of- 
Fame bid was named the 
head coach of the Washing¬ 
ton Capitals, ranks sixth all- 
time in NHL history with 
1,079 assists and 16th with 
1,420 points. He played 
1,337 career games with De¬ 
troit, St. Louis, Boston, 
Washington, Philadelphia, 
Anaheim and Edmonton. 

The joy of the ceremony 
was tempered by the lockout 
that has idled the league.

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Dettori tests positive at Longchamp 
- faces inquiry 



LONDON (AFP) - Frankie 
Dettori, one of the outstand¬ 
ing jockeys of his generation, 
failed a drugs test when rid¬ 
ing at Longchamp in France 
in September, his lawyer an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday. 

The legendary Italian 
rider's positive result will be 
the subject of a hearing con¬ 
ducted by France Galop, 
French racing's governing 
body, in Paris next week. 

Dettori's solicitor, Christo¬ 
pher Stewart-Moore, in a 
statement to the British Press 
Association, reported: "On 
behalf of Frankie Dettori I 
can confirm that, as a conse¬ 
quence of a positive test at 
Longchamp on September 
16, 2012, he will be the sub¬ 
ject of an inquiry by the Med¬ 
ical Committee of France 
Galop next week. 

"In compliance with, and 
out of respect for, the regula¬ 


tions of France Galop, he will 
not be commenting further 
until the France Galop proce¬ 
dures have been completed." 

No details of the sub¬ 
stance in question were forth¬ 
coming with France Galop 
telling AFP they would be 
making no comment "for the 
time being". 

The 41-year-old Dettori 
had four rides at the Prix de 
l'Arc de Triomphe trials 
meeting on September 16. 

He rode Joshua Tree to 
finish third in the Prix Foy, 
Sarah Lynx who trailed home 
last in the Prix Vermeille, 
then Farhh who was beaten a 
head in the Prix du Moulin 
and Willing Foe, another 
Godolphin charge, who came 
in third in the Prix Gladiateur. 

Wednesday's news comes 
three weeks after Dettori's 
split with Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed's Godolphin opera¬ 


tion after an 18-year associa¬ 
tion. 

This is not the first time 
the celebrated horseman, 
who in 1996 made racing his¬ 
tory when riding all seven 
winners at Ascot, has hit the 
headlines for the wrong rea¬ 
sons. 

In 1993 he was stopped by 
police on London's Oxford 
Street with a small quantity 
of cocaine in his car. 

He escaped with a caution 
but the incident cost him a lu¬ 
crative two-year contract to 
ride in Hong Kong. 

"It was the kick up the 
backside I needed," he admit¬ 
ted afterwards. 

"I was going off the rails. 
It was too much too young - 
too much success, too much 
money, too much partying. 
I'd be late in the mornings. I 
didn't do what I was told. I 
was naughty. 

"But when you lose every¬ 
thing, your survival instincts 
take over. I stopped being 
lazy. I made an effort and 
started to work with my tal¬ 
ent." 

Dettori, married with five 
children, went on to scale the 
heights of his profession. 

He has won all five Eng¬ 
lish classics, including the 
Epsom Derby on Authorized 
in 2007, and the Prix de 
l'Arc de Triomphe, Europe's 
most prestigious race, twice 
on Lammtarra in 2005 and 
Marienbard seven years 
later. 


German, Holland rivalry 
not so fierce, says Robben 



AMSTERDAM (AFP) - Hol¬ 
land's Arjen Robben has said 
the rivalry between Nether¬ 
lands and Germany is no 
longer as fierce as it was, but 
while hate is no longer a fac¬ 
tor, both teams aim to get one 
over their neighbours. 

With Holland to host Ger¬ 
many on Wednesday in a 
friendly at Amsterdam Arena, 
tensions have run high in the 
past when the European pow¬ 
erhouses have clashed on the 
pitch. 

Ever since World War II, 
the Dutch and Germans have 
been involved in some bad- 
tempered clashes, especially 
the 1974 World Cup final and 
the infamous Euro 1988 
semi-final which saw both 
Rudi Voeller and Frank 
Rijkaard sent off. 

"It's still an important and 
very special game," Bayern 
Munich star Robben told 
German daily Bild. 

"But the hatred and ag¬ 
gressiveness from previous 
years is no longer there. 

"The relationship between 


Netherlands and Germany 
is pretty good these days. 

"It's no longer as emo¬ 
tional as it was and the at¬ 
mosphere between the two 
countries is more relaxed. 

"It will be a good game 
for us, but it is also a really 
good test to see how far we 
are at the moment. This is 
very important for us." 

Germany are lacking 
eight injured first-choice 
players, but Robben dis¬ 
missed any talk of revenge 
after the Germans enjoyed a 
2-1 win over the Dutch in 
the group stages of Euro 
2012 after a 3-0 hammering 
of Holland in last Novem¬ 
ber's friendly. 

"No, I do not see it as re¬ 
venge," he told SID, an AFP 
subsidiary. 

"These are two brand new 
teams, because the Germans 
are missing a lot of players 
and we have new faces. 

"This is a very different 
game and you can't compare 
a European Championship 
match to a friendly." 

Dutch midfielder Rafael 
van der Vaart has bet his 
Hamburg team-mate and 
Germany's Rene Adler the 
loser of Wednesday's match 
must train in the other team's 
national shirt, but Robben 
says he has made no similar 
bet with his Bayern col¬ 
leagues. 

"No, we have so many 
games at Bayern that we are 
too busy for that," he said. 

"I haven't got any time 
there to talk about the inter¬ 
nationals." 
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
